According to Dr. Marilyn Lane, CCC Board Chair, “the Commission’s decision 
validates the quality of CCC programs and services while providing the opportunity to 
develop a multi-faceted funding approach to campus facility needs.” The College 
Board discussed strategies for complying with Commission recommendations and the 
required April report, at its January 23rd meeting. 


The Commission has also required the College to provide an additional report in the 
spring of 2004 regarding program assessment and planning, and tracking of technical 
program graduates. The report of the Commission’s evaluator in the fall of 2002 
indicated the College had made much progress with these, and that the College needed 
to further develop its processes in these areas. “College personnel are pleased with the 
award of continuing accreditation. However, the official warning concerning facilities 
places special emphasis on the need for timely action in this area,” according to 
Wubben.

Emerging out of the Economic Opportunity Act of 1964 in 
response to the War on Poverty, TRIO began as a commitment to providing educational opportunity 
for all Americans. Beginning with Upward Bound and Educational Talent Search Programs, the 
term "TRIO" was coined in 1968 when the third in this series of educational opportunity programs, 
the Student Support Services Program, was started (known at Clatsop Community College as the 
Plus Program).

CCC Budget Task Force Recommendations 
for Fiscal Year 2003-04 


Due to reductions in state funding, the College’s Budget Task Force recom- 
mended reductions in faculty and staff positions, decreases in operational 
budgets, and a number of other recommendations needed to reduce the 
College’s budget. These suggested changes, if adopted, will become effective 
summer term 2003. In addition, the following recommendations were made 
that will affect students. 

Reduce general fund allocations for the ASBG in the fiscal year 2003-2004 

by $10,750 

Cafeteria services will be discontinued after December 31, 2003 if the 

cafeteria is unable to cover costs 

GED students will pay a $25 one-time participation fee to help cover books 

GED testing fee will be increased by $10 (from $80 to $90) 

One-time admission fee of $35 

Change in computer lab fees from $10 to $25 per quarter for students not 

enrolled in computer classes 

Materials and supplies fees for classes will be reassessed by the Vice 

President of Instruction/Student Services and may be increased to cover 

costs of materials 

Tuition increase of $4 per credit 

Reduction in the number of talent grants and Board scholarships available to 

high school graduates
